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1957 TOWN MEETING 
The usual Town Officers were elected. 


The Tax Collector was authorized to allow tax discounts and 
to appoint a Deputy Tax Collector. The Selectmen were author- 
ized to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


The report of the Committee appointed the previous year to 
investigate Town owned property was read and accepted. The 
Selectmen were authorized to sell certain properties, the sale 
of which was recommended in the report. It was voted that the 
lot adjacent to the Odd Fellows building be made into a parking 
lot. It was voted to appoint another committee to study the 
matter further and report to the next regular Town Meeting. 


The Town Treasurer was authorized to pay to the Town 
$3,000, from the Cate Park Fund, the income to be used to assist 
to the Trustees of Trust Funds, the income to be used to assist 
in maintaining said Park. 


The report of the Budget Committee was approved and 
adopted and the amounts recommended were raised and appro- 
priated with the following additions: 


The amount for Clark Park was increased from $150. to $600. 


An additional amount of $555. for pay for Call Firemen 
(submitted without recommendation) was approved. 


Voted to appoint a committee to determine the amount neces- 
sary to purchase and publish the manuscript of Alta Bailey 
Meader relative to the Town History, and report to the next 
Town Meeting. 


The bequest of Martha A. Goodwin was accepted and trans- 
ferred to the Trustees of Trust Funds, principal and interest to 
remain intact until the voters of the Town shall decide on a suit- 
able purpose to which this money shall be put. 


The Article relative to a Municipal Airport was passed over, 
however it was voted to appoint a committee to investigate fur- 
ther and report to the next Town Meeting. 


Total appropriations to be raised by taxation $152,362.42, by 
serial notes $10,000.

STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Wolfeboro qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Brewster Memorial Hal) 
in said Town on the second Tuesday of March next, from ten A. M. 
until 8 P. M. for the casting of ballots, and at 7 P. M. to act on 
the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, two Auditors, Treas- 
urer, Collector of Taxes, and Town Constable for the ensuing 
year, one Selectman for three years, one Trustee of Trust Funds 
for three years, one Library Trustee for three years, one Water 
& Sewer Commissioner for three years, and one for two years, 
three members of the Budget Committee for three years, two parks 
& Playgrounds Commissioners for three years, and one Represent- 
ative to the General Court. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose one Highway Agent, or to instruct 
the Selectmen to appoint one Highway Agent. 


ARTICLE 3. To choose all other Town Officers and Agents. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to sell any property taken by tax title or otherwise. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to authorize the Tax Collector to allow a discount on 
real estate ‘taxes if paid before December 1st, at a rate of dis- 
count not to exceed the rate at which the Town can borrow 
money on short term notes. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to hire a sum of money necessary to pay expenses in antici- 
pation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Tax Collector to appoint a Deputy under the provisions of Section 
42, Chapter 80 of the Revised Laws of 1942 as amended by 
Chapter 7 of the Laws of 1945. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will approve and adopt 
the recommendations of the Budget Committee and raise and 
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appropriate the various sums contained in the report and listed 
in the Budget. 


ARTICLE 9. To determine if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate $10,000. and authorize the Selectmen to purchase the dam, 
situated at the head of Smith River on the shore of Crescent 
Lake, together with the right and privilege of controlling the 
amount of water to be drawn from Crescent Lake and Lake 
Wentworth, plus such additional compensation, and subject to 
certain conditions, for the benefit of down stream water rights 
and privileges, presently owned by Smith River Corp. and or 
O. P. Berry Co. The foregoing $10,000. to be raised by Serial 
Notes. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5,350. and authorize the Selectmen to 
purchase a two-way radio communication system for the use of 
Civil Defense, Police Dept., Highway Dept., Fire Dapt., Electric 
Light Dept., and Water & Sewer Dept. Said sum to be raised 
by Serial Notes. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will authorize and in- 
struct the Selectmen of said Town to sell the former Boston & 
Maine Railroad property on Railroad Avenue to the Wolfeboro 
National Bank, for Eight Thousand Dollars. ($8,000.00). 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to use the 
bequest of the late Martha A. Goodwin, with its income that 
has accrued or that will accrue, along with the proceeds from the 
sale of the former Boston & Maine Railroad property, to build 
and maintain a community recreation center to be known as 
“The Martha A. Goodwin Memorial Center.” 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,000. to administer the Trust of the 
Libby Museum and Parks. 


ARTICLE 14. To authorize and instruct the Parks and 
Playgrounds Commission to coordinate and supervise public recre- 
ation in Wolfeboro, insofar as may be feasible with volunteer 
assistance; and to make a report at the next Town Meeting con- 
cerning their findings relative to public recreational interests 
and needs in Wolfeboro. 


ARTICLE 15. To determine if the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500.00) to rebuild 
Grove Street. 


ARTICLE 16. To determine if the Town will vote to appro- 
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priate and raise twenty-five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) to install 
underground drainage on East Clark Road and Goodrich Road. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,250. for the purpose of resurfacing and drainage 
of Green Street. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of six thousand dollars ($6,000.00) to im- 
prove the access road of approximately two thousand feet (2000 
ft.) to the Lakes Region Airport, subject to acceptance of said 
road as a town road to said Airport. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars for drainage on 
Cropley Hill. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to approve the 
provisions of the following act, approved by the Legislature 
May 23, 1957. Said Act reads as follows: 


407:1 WOLFEBORO VILLAGE FIRE PRECINCT. The 
Wolfeboro Village Fire Precinct shall be dissolved and the prop- 
erty and assets of said precinct shall become property and assets 
of the town and the liabilities of the said precinct, if any, shall 
become liabilities of the town of Wolfeboro. 


407:2 COMMISSIONERS. The fire commissioners of said 
precinct shall become fire commissioners of the town of Wolfe- 
boro and, as their several terms expire, they shall be elected or 
reelected in the same manner as the other elected officers of the 
town. The commissioners of the Municipal Electric Department 
shall become electric power commissioners of the town of Wolfe- 
boro, and, as their several terms expire, they shall be elected or 
reelected in the same manner as the other elected officers of 
the town. 


407:3 DEPARTMENTS ESTABLISHED. The precinct 
fire deprtment shall become the fire department of the Town of 
Wolfeboro. The Municipal Electric Devartment shall become the 
Municipal Electric Department of the Town of Wolfeboro. 


407:4 REFERENDUM. This act shall not take effect until 
a referendum has been had as herein provided. In the warrant 
for a special or annual town meeting in the town of Wolfeboro 
shall be an article calling for a consideration of the adoption of 
this act, and if a majority of the voters present and voting at 
such meeting shall approve the provisions hereof the act shall 
be deemed to have been adopted by the voters of the town. In 
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like manner an article calling for a consideration of the adoption 
of this act shall be in a warrant for a special or annual meeting 
of the Wolfeboro Village Fire Precinct and if a majority of the 
precinct voters present and voting at such meeting shall approve 
the provisions hereof the act shall be deemed to have been adopt- 
ed by the voters of the precinct. If the act is adopted both by 
the town and the precinct it shall be effective as of the January 
first following such action. 


407:5 TAKES EFFECT. For the purpose of the referendum 
provided in section 4 this act shall take effect upon its passage. 


The remaining provisions of this act shall be effective as here- 
inbefore provided if the act is adopted. 
(Approved May 23, 1957.) 


ARTICLE 21. To determine if the Town Meeting will au- 
thorize the Selectmen to accept for the Town of Wolfeboro the 
devise and legacy made to the Town of Wolfeboro, under the Will 
of C. Edward McKinney, Jr., late of 70 Hillcrest Terrace, East 
Orange, New Jersey, subject to the terms and conditions as con- 
tained in said Will; and to further authorize the said Selectmen 
to transmit notice of said acceptance to the Executor of the 
Estate of C. Edward McKinney, Jr., within the time limits as 
established in the said Will. 


ARTICLE 22. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before this meeting.

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Selectmen’s Progress Report 


TAXES: 

The annual inventory was taken, which resulted in an in- 
creased valuation of $374,793.00, with assets of $7,913,480.00. 
When we consider that our valuation in 1953 was $6,174,815.00, 
we can realize how our town is growing, with an increase of over 
$1,738,000.00 in assets. 

The tax rate did increase from $3.44 per $100.00 to $3.85, town 
rate, and from $3.76 per $100.00 to $4.16, in the precinct. How- 
ever, our rate was still $2.00 lower than it was four years ago. 

The budget approved by the town was in excess of $377,000.00 
or an increase of $40,000.00, which of course has an influence on 
the tax rate. 


PURCHASING AND EXPENDITURE: 
By applying principals of good management many savings 
were made. Moneys were not spent unless absolutely necessary, 


and through competitive bidding alone, savings amounted to over 
$6,000.00. 


HEALTH: 

Again this item had considerable attention. Our dumps were 
properly maintained and treated. Polution of our lakes and streams 
was eliminated in certain areas. Our town beaches were policed, 
containers for refuse were provided, and contents regularly dis- 
posed of. 

Our beaches and waterfront areas were raked and free of 
floating debris. Again we had splendid cooperation from the truck- 
ers who haul garbage and rubbish, to keep our highways clean. 

The extension of our sewer system eliminated many a health 
hazard, and it is hoped that in the future it may be further ex- 
tended. 

Again certain septic tanks were causing trouble, and these 
conditions were immediately corrected. 

We are again grateful that we had no serious epidemic in the 
past year. 

There is nothing more important than health, and we ask all 
our citizens to aid us in this endeavor. 


REAL ESTATE: 

We are now receiving rentals from town properties of 
$3,860 00 yearly, which were returning to the town $100.00 per 
year three years ago. 

Town property on Center Street was sold for $3,000.00, in- 
deed a fair value for this land, and this made it possible for a new 
shopping center, which will be a benefit to the town from a tax 
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point of view, but will also improve the appearance and shopping 
convenience as well. 


Other properties were advertised for sale and are in the pro- 


cess of being sold, which will put money in the bank and bring in 
tax revenue. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT: 


We feel that our police department did a good job, consider- 
ing all our problems. 

We regret to report the loss of two lives, one by drowning and 
one by a motor vehicle accident during the year, which emphasizes 
the need of strict law enforcement on land and water. 

Steps were taken to eliminate the sale and distribution of 
obscene books and magazines in our town, which other law en- 
forcement agencies say contributes to juvenile delinquency. 


GENERAL ITEMS: 


1. The new highway building was constructed according to 
schedule, and the highway department is to be commended for its 
part in creating a $35,000.00 structure for less than $12,000.00. 

2. Bids were asked for the supply of gasoline for all town 
vehicles, and a favorable price was received, which should show 
savings of over $1,500.00 per year. 

3. Also lubricating equipment, grease dispersing equipment, 
air compressor, new tank and printed ticket metered pump was 
installed, at no expense to the town. 

4. Blue Cross was made available to our employees under a 
group plan. 

5. A new dock was constructed at Mast Landing to accom- 
modate the ever-increasing number of boats. 

6. The Libby Museum was kept open again the past year, 
with many improvements being made. 

7. A bill was passed in the legislature for the elimination of 
the town precinct, which we hope will have favorable consideration 
from the voters of the town. 

8. New blinker lights were installed on North and South 
Main Street, to better control traffic and speed, thereby eliminat- 
ing accidents. 


9. A short section of Central Avenue was made a two-way 
street, to eliminate a bottleneck of traffic. 


10. Improved parking regulations were put into effect in 
our downtown area on Main Street, to improve traffic conditions. 


11. A civil defense director was appointed, Robert B. Emer- 
son, to reactivate this important activity. 


12. Your selectmen again attended State sponsored schools 
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on planning, highway development, and assessing, and much val- 
uable instruction was received. 

May we thank all our associates in other branches of our 
town government, the tax collector, the town clerk, the precinct 
commissioners, the fire department, the school department, the 
electric light department, the water and sewer department, the 
highway department, and all others for their cooperation and un- 
derstanding, as well as the State and county officials which we 
contact. 

May we also thank our residents, both summer and winter, 
for their cooperation and support. 

When we look into the long avenues of the future, and see 
the good there is for each one of us to do, we realize after all, what 
a beautiful thing it is to work, and to live, and be happy.

BUDGET COMMITTEER’S REPORT 


The total Budget for 1958, as recommended by the Budget 
Committee amounts to $409,532.75 as against a total of $378,850.78 
expenditure in 1957, including an unpaid balance of $104,344.95 
to be paid over to the Wolfeboro School District, as of Dec. 31. 
Consequently, it would appear that the increase recommended for 
1958 over 1957 is $30,681.97. However, in the recommendations 
it is proposed to borrow through the medium of serial notes 
$23,850, to purchase a heavy-duty truck for the Highway Depart- 
ment, a two-way radio communication system for Civil Defense, 
and the Smith River dam and water rights. 


These proposed borrowings are $138,850 in excess of those of 
1957. Itis also proposed to sell the former Boston and Maine Rail- 
road property now owned by the Town for $8,000, the proceeds to be 
used as a part of the cost of the proposed new Community Recrea- 
tion Center. The balance, $8, 831.97 is accounted for in increases 
in the general budgets of the Town, Precinct, and School District. 


If these budgets are accepted by the voters, the amount to 
be raised by property taxes will approximate $334,000, based upon 
a conservative estimate of revenues, (other than property taxes) 
amounting to $51,760 plus the aforementioned borrowings. 


Assuming a normal increase in property valuation because 
of new construction etc., the tax rate for 1958 will be close to 
$4.00 for the Town as a whole, and 87 cents additional for the Pre- 
cinct, both rates on each $100.00 of valuation. 


The expenditures during 1957 exceeded the total appropria- 
tions for that year by $12,180.25, principally caused by the refusal 
of the New Hampshire Tax Commission to include the deficit of 
the previous year ($8,701.88) in the 1957 tax rate. However, the 
excess receipts, other than borrowed money, amounted to $10,275- 
.89. The difference was made up from unexpended balances of 
the previous year. 


At the end of this report a schedule of the receipts and ex- 
penditures for 1957 and the estimated revenues and proposed 
appropriations for 1958 is given for comparison. 


After two Public Hearings and many meetings with Town 
officials the following Budgets for 1958 are submitted to the 
voters for their consideration.

The particular attention of the voters is directed to certain 
unusual articles in the warrant for the Town meeting which have 
the approval of the Budget Committee. 


1. Articles 9 requests an appropriation of $10,000.00, to be 
raised by serial notes over a ten year period, to purchase the Smith 
River dam and water rights from the present owners. A pro- 
vision is included in the agreement to purchase, to reimburse the 
present owners for electric power purchased, not to exceed $300, 
because of ‘water stoppage during the summer months. 


This request was prompted by a petition signed by the officers 
of the Lake Wentworth Association, representing more than 400 
tax payers with shore property around Lake Wentworth and 
Crescent Lake. The intolerable conditions arounds these lakes 
last summer and on other occasions because of low water, are 
well known to all of us and it is felt that public ownership of the 
dam, under the responsibility of the Highway Department, will 
assure a more constant water level. This article is also recom- 
mended by the Selectmen and the New Hampshire Water Resources 
Board. 


2. Article 10 requests an appropriation of $5,350, to be raised 
by serial notes and which is to be matched by an equal amount 
from the Federal authorities, to purchase and install a modern 
two-way radio communication system for the several Departments 
of the Town using vehicles. The Fire, Electric Light, and Police 
Departments now have independent systems which are not co- 
ordinated, and the equipment is obsolete and should be replaced. 
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The heads of all interested Departments recommend and urge the 
approval of this article. | 


3. Articles 11, 12, and 14 are inter-related and are supported 
by the same proponents. They provide for public recreational 
leadership and a Community Recreation Center. The articles 
will not in any way affect the 1958 tax rate. 


Article 11 refers to a possibility and anticipates an action 
if the Directors of the Wolfeboro National Bank decide to negoiate 
with the Selectmen for the purchase of the property where the 
Boston and Maine old Railroad station (now owned by the Town) 
is located. While the old station has served community groups 
well, it has been conspicuously inadequate. 


If the sale of the property transpires, then assuming the 
approval of Article 12, the proceeds will be combined with the 
accumulated fund from the Martha A. Goodwin bequest and applied 
toward the construction of a community center such as would be 
planned and supervised, under authority of Article 14, by the 
Parks and Playgrounds Commission. The anticipated procedure 
under Article 14 calls for the appointment by the Commission of 
an Advisory Council, comprising representatives from all major 
interests of Public Recreation in Wolfeboro. 


The Selectmen, members of the Budget Committee and 
members of the Parks and Playgrounds Commission concur 
unanimously in the principal involved in the foregoing interpreta- 
tion of the intent of the inter-related Articles 11, 12, and 14. 


4. Article 20 proposes the abolition of the Wolfeboro Village 
Fire Precinct. The enabling act, approved by the New Hampshire 
Legislature, is set out in full in the Article. To become effective 
the act must also have the approval of the Precinct and it will be 
proposed at the 1958 Precinct meeting. 


If the voters of both the Town and Precinct approve this 
Article, the principal effect on the taxpayers will be a uniform 
tax rate in 1959 for all, instead of separate rates for Town and 
Precinct as at present. For instance, if the estimated tax rates 
for Town and Precinct in 1958 are applicable for next year, namely 
$4.00 and $4.37 respectively, under the proposed change the rate 
for all would be approximately $4.30 per $100 valuation. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


This Department has been operated over the years with one 
full time officer and two or three additional men during the 
summer months. The Selectmen have requested the addition 
of another year-round full time officer which will make one less 
part time man necessary during the busy summer season. The 
additional cost is included in the appropriations. 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Town’s share of the Budget for this Department is 
substantially the same as for last year. The Town has been re- 
imbursed for the additional cost incident to fighting forest fires 
outside the limits of the Town. In the Precinct budget, which 
will be taken up at the Precinct meeting, there has been an increase 
recommended amounting to $4275.00, principally because of the 
payments of principal and interest on the notes given last year 
for the purchase of the new fire truck. Small increases in salary 
are also proposed for the three permanent firemen. 


TOWN ROADS 


It is impossible to estimate accurately the amount of money 
needed to maintain properly the Town roads because of the 
uncertainty of the weather, especially in the winter months. The 
Budget Committee recommends appropriations of $49,598.53 for 
the normal expenditures of the Highway Department, an increase 
of $2,878.86 over last year. 

Five Articles in the Warrant (15-19) are supported by pet- 
tions of taxpayers. The Budget Committee has included the 
sums requested in the first three Articles: Grove St., $1,500.00; 
East Clark and Goodrich Roads, $2,500.00; Green St., $2,250.00. 
The request for $6,000.00 to improve the access road to the Air- 
port is contingent on the acceptance of part of the road as a Town 
road. The Committee recommends improvement of only that 
part of the access road which is at present Town road, in the 
amount of $2,000.00. The request for $500.00 for drainage on 
Cropley Hill has been included in the Budget without recommend- 
ation, the opinion of the Committee being that the necessary work 
can be done out of the Highway Department budget. 


The Highway Garage is completed but $500.00 additional is 
needed to pay for a heating system, already installed 

A new heavy duty truck is badly needed by the Department. 
An appropriation of $8,500.00 is recommended by the Budget 
Committee, to be raised by serial notes, the price of the truck 
being reduced by the trade-in of a presently owned lighter vehicle. 


WHARVES 


The Town wharves have proven to be one of our best assets. 
They have become so popular and space has been in such demand, 
that during the summer season and especially over the week-ends, 
there are inadequate facilities for the mooring of small craft. 
An appropriation, sought by the Selectmen, is recommended to 
construct another wharf, abutting the concrete breakwater and 
parallel thereto, to accommodate outboards and other small craft 
at a cost of approximately $950.00. 
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SCHOOLS 


The Budget Committee recommends the appropriations re- 
quested by the School Board for the fiscal year July 1958-June 
1959. It will be presented to the School District meeting later 
in March, for final action. The total amount requested is $172,- 
985.45, an increase over the previous year of $4,640.50. These 
figures do not include the cost of a new school bus, to be purchased 
through serial notes, amounting to $7,000.00. 


The amount required is for the education of both the Town’s 
grammar and high school students in Carpenter School and 
Brewster Academy, respectively. Although the cost of educating 
the Town’s children in Brewster will require a slightly smaller 
expenditure than in the present school year, it should be noted 
that the cost per pupil has been increased from $295 to $325. 
These costs are still below the State average for high school 
education ($357).

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TOWN DEBT 


The Town aided the Water and Sewer Department last year 
with a loan of $4,000.00 as the first payment against the serial 
notes given for the money borrowed for the sewer extension in 
1956. A like amount is included in the Budget for 1958 and will 
probably be necessary for the year 1959. By 1960 it is expected 
that the Water and Sewer Department will begin to repay the 
Town for the loans made. 

Members of the Budget Committee, who served under former 
Chairman Howard C. Avery for so many years, wish to express 
their appreciation of his excellent leadership in furthering sound 
budgeting practices for the Town. 

The Committee also wishes to thank Mr. Noyes Moore, Clerk 
of the Board of Selectmen, the other Selectmen, the Commissioners 
and Department Heads who have assisted in providing the nec- 
essary figures and information on which a realistic Budget may 
be set up for the guidance of the voters. The determination of 
the final appropriations is the responsibility of the legal voters 
at the Town, Precinct and School District meetings.

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TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 


Many persons are still confused as to the location of the Tax 
Collector’s office, which is on Union Street in the rear of the 
Brewster Memorial Hall. 


It cannot be emphasized too strongly that Poll and Head 
Taxes are Demand Taxes, and are due when the bill is presented, 
and should a person who is liable not receive a bill, it is that per- 
son’s responsibility to ascertain why they did not get one. 


Persons signing an application for a driving license, regis- 
tration of a car, fishing or hunting license, should read carefully 
the affidavit before signing, as these taxes should be paid before 
applying. 


The Uncollected Property Taxes as of January lst are 25% 
greater than last year. This condition can be attributed in the 
main that many tax payers are taking advantage of the fact that 
it has been the policy of Wolfeboro not to advertise unpaid taxes 
immediately after the due date, December Ist, and close the 
Tax Books by December 31st, or early January, as many towns, 
large and small, do. This policy places an undue burden on the 
town and the Tax Collector. 


Persons involved in the transfer of property should notify 
the Board of Selectmen of such a transfer, giving the name and 
address of the new owner. Also, when an address is changed, 
the Board of Selectmen should be given the new address. In 
1957 there were nearly 150 tax bills delayed in mailing because 
of lack of an accurate address. 


If there is any question as regards a tax bill the matter 
should be inquired into promptly in order to avoid interest charg- 
es for delayed payment after December Ist. of the tax year. 


The Tax Collector maintains regular Office House three 
days a week, Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday from 9 A. M. until 
1 P. M. at the Town Offices, and is available at home. Part 
Time Tax Collectors are only required by Statute to be at the 
Town Office one day a month. The Tax Collector is classified 
as a part time Officer and so compensated.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 
February 1, 1958 


The past year has been a healthy one in Wolfeboro. There 
has been a minimum amount of childhood contagious diseases 
due in part, at least, to more frequent immunizations with vaccine 
against diptheria, tetanus, and whooping cough. 


Poliomyelitis was at an all time low incidence, due undoubtly 
to the great number of residents who received preventive Salk 
vaccine. It is urged that all chlidren and young adults continue 
to take the Salk vaccine on a yearly basis, in order to continue their 
immunity. 


The Asian Flu did not materialize in any great severity, due 
to the fact that many received Flu vaccine protection, and also 
to the fact that the severity of the Flu epidemic was less than was 
prophecized. 


An addition to Huggins Hospital to improve the diagnostic 
facilities is under construction. This addition will further increase 
the excellent facilities that now exist in our hospital. 

A new Convalescent Home, called The Doorstop, has been 
added, and constitutes a welcome addition to our other excellent 
nursing homes in the community.

WORK COMPLETED 


Underground drainage has been completed on Pleasant Street. 
Estabrook Road, Clark Road, from Mrs. Mason’s to the end, Kee- 
waydin Road and Waumbeck Road, have a minimum of 12 inches 
of gravel, proper drainage, and two coats of T5. We have mixed 
500 tons of cold patch and, at the same time, left a place mix on 
Bay Street, Mill Street, Varney Road and Center Street. 

The gutters on both sides, from the Soldier’s Monument to 
Oak and Friend Streets, have been completed with a heavy coat of 
hot top. 

Pine Hill Road, from Bert Eldridge’s to Ernest Kenney’s, has 
been straightened and graded, in some places five feet, ledges 
blown, stone walls removed, and has a minimum of 12 inches of 
gravel. On Pleasant Valley Road, where the town acquired land 
from the Reginald Roome estate, trees have been cut, hauled away, 
brush burned, and is ready for construction in the spring. Nor- 
ward Road has been widened, gutters made, and rocks taken out. 
The highway building has been built by the highway crew, with the 
exception of the cement work.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT, WATER DEPARTMENT 
Wolfeboro, N. H., January 23, 1958. 


During the past year much new work as well as many replace- 
ments were accomplished in the Water Department. 

On the Cross Road at South Wolfeboro 1,216 feet of 2-inch 
pipe for the new home of Eugene Lehner, Jr. (Brier Patch) on the 
Pleasant Valley Road. This line will take care of several other 
houses that are expected to be built in the near future. 

At South Wolfeboro the 6-inch cast iron main was extended 
from the old woolen mill 1,050 feet to the Oakwood Road entrance 
with a new hydrant at the latter point. 

Leading off this 6-inch line we installed approximately 2 miles 
of 2-inch pipe to take care of all of Oakwood Road and Springfield 
Point, supplying about 30 new camps at these new summer 
colonies. 

The summer line on Whitten Neck Road was extended 220 feet 
with 114-inch pipe for the new camps that are being erected there. 
Also there was installed about 250 feet of 6-inch cast iron pipe 
under Smith River at the Whitten Neck Road bridge to take care of 
future building in that area, which will require 6-inch line water 
service and we could put the line under the river at much less cost, 
while the water was lower than it ever will be again due to con- 
struction of a new dam at the outlet of Crescent Lake. 

On Crescent Lake Avenue 649 feet of 114-inch pipe was in- 
stalled to supply all-year service to the new home of Mr. George 
Carpenter. 

The old 2-inch line on North Main Street from the reservoir 
to the homes of Mr. Piper, Mr. Hutchins and Mr. Fetzer was re- 
placed with 702 feet of 4-inch cast iron pipe. This line also serves 
Lakeview Cemetery. 

A new hydrant was installed on North Main Street to replace 
one broken off in an automobile accident. 

This makes a total of 110 hydrants on our water system, 
including one private one at the old Gardner Pad Mill. 

There were 39 new customers added to the water system 
during the past year. 

Twenty-five of the old services were either repaired or re- 
placed with copper tubing. 

As usual there were a few breaks and leaks in the system 
which were taken care of as soon as possible. 

I would like at this time to thank the water and sewer commis- 
sioners, also the citizens of Wolfeboro, for their wonderful coopera- 
tion during the past year.

Wolfeboro, N. H., January 23, 1958. 


On the east side of South Main Street the main line was ex- 
tended 1,608 feet from Bailey’s Restaurant to the new house owned 
by Mr. Connor and Mr. Hoyt, with a line crossing South Main 
Street to take in the General Wolfe Hotel. 

On the west side of South Main Street the lines have been 
extended to take in the Bernard Pineo and Garland Sprague 
buildings. 

On River Street at Wolfeboro Falls we installed 154 feet of 
6-inch line to take care of the houses as far as the railroad crossing. 

Starting at the laundry 320 feet of 6-inch pipe was installed, 
going as far as the Berry brick house, including the Berry Cabins 
and Motel. 

During the year 1957 there were 39 new connections made to 
the sewer system. 

It might be interesting to know that our sewerage treatment 
plant, sewerage chlorinator and sewerage pumping stations are 
inspected by members of the State Board of Health and Stream 
Pollution Committee about twenty times each year. 

Visitors are always welcome to visit our pumping stations and 
treatment plant at anytime.

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Forest Fire Warden’s Report 


Everyone apparently fears fire but too many are careless with 
it. This is particularly true of fires in or near woodland. Official 
figures show that more than 98% of all forest fires result from 
human carelessness and can be prevented. Consequently we may 
say, “Forest fires are our most shameful waste.” 

Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their effects are 
far reaching. Such fires destroy the raw products of the forest, the 
protection forest provides for game, and the supply of ground 
water. They upset the local economies by drawing men from gain- 
ful employment and requiring the expenditure of public funds to 
extinguish them. 

Your local warden and his deputies are doing an excellent job 
in trying to prevent this shameful waste, but they must have the 
cooperation of the public and this means YOU. Remember, there 
are laws that cover the making of a camp fire, also the burning of 
rubbish or debris, and also the burning of brush, whether this is 
on your land or land of other people, and to disobey these laws can 
cost you a great deal of money. So please see your local warden and 
he will tell you how to burn the rubbish, also when you can burn it, 
and also issue you a permit to do so if conditions are right. 

In the ‘“Keep America Green” program there is a story of two 
bad boys who cause most of our forest fires. The first one we will 
call “I don’t care’; he is the person that builds a fire anywhere, 
never gets a permit to burn brush, or has a safe place for his home 
incinerator. He also is very careless with matches and cigarettes. 
The other one is called “I don’t know any better” and the best way 
to describe him is he is a plain dunce. It is only with your help 
that these two bad actors are controlled. Their carelessness can 
be the cause of our valuable woodland being destroyed by fire. Even 
your homes can be burned by their carelessness. 

It is up to you and you to report these two characters to your 
local forest warden whenever you see them operating. Remember, 
it is with your cooperation that this shameful waste of timber and 
money can be stopped.

Last March, at its annual meeting, your town appropriated 
funds for continuing control of the white pine blister rust in co- 
operation with the Forestry and Recreation Commission. Final 
returns to the Forestry Division indicated that 70 towns and cities 
did likewise. 


Conforming to our yearly custom there has been prepared, and 
is attached herewith, a statement briefly summarizing expenditures 
of town, state and federal funds. The town contribution is used to 
employ labor, whose duties are the destruction of wild Ribes— 
(currant and gooseberry bushes)—whether by hand-pulling or 
with the aid of chemicals. State and federal monies are spent in 
mapping pine areas prior to control measures; in scouting to deter- 
mine the location of Ribes; purchase of chemicals and spraying 
equipment and transportation. These expenditures appear under 
the heading of “‘Cooperative Aid.” In view of the fact that details 
of control work vary from town to town, it is not possible to report 
all in a brief statement. However, the District Leader in charge of 
the project in your town will be pleased to supply these details upon 
request, as well as to submit a map indicating those sections where 
this work was performed. His name and address appear below. 


Success in state-wide control of the rust is evident today. 
Travel along highways or through woodlands do not disclose the 
large and frequent areas of infected pines as was the situation in 
the early days of this project. The destruction of millions of wild 
Ribes is definitely reducing, very materially, the spread of this 
disease. 


Since soil disturbances brought about by logging, fire or blow- 
downs may result in a regrowth of Ribes within or adjacent to the 
younger stands of pine, periodic examinations of these disturbed 
areas is necessary to maintain the control already established. The 
fact that in such inspections, over large acreages, but few Ribes are 
found, is a most encouraging condition from two angles. First, that 
protection to growing crops of white pine is assured, and secondly, 
that the cost of control is becoming less to towns as well as other 
cooperating agencies. 


Our goal, toward which we are working, is that time when the 
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entire state control area will be on a maintenance basis requiring 
only minimum funds to sustain this condition.

TOWN HISTORY 


In accordance with the vote at the last Town meeting, the 
moderator appointed a committee of three to examine the pavers 
on the history of Wolfeboro written by Alta Bailey Meader and 
consider the advisability of having them published. This com- 
mittee discovered that Mrs. Meader had left certain historical 
articles and notes but no history. After several meetings and 
consultations with a number of citizens, it was found that there 
was sufficient interest in a history to warrant asking approxi- 
mately twenty persons to do research on different phases of the 
town’s history. 


In 1901 the town published a history of Wolfeboro which 
had been written by Benjamin Parker. Since that time more 
than half a century has elapsed in which many changes have 
come about. The number of our citizens who have vivid recol- 
lections of the early 1900’s is getting smaller. For this reason 
the writing of the history should not be postponed. 


To be worthy of publication it is felt that a history of the 
town should be sufficiently readable to be of interest to those 
who want to know casually the background of the town in which 
they live, and at the same time it should contain facts well 
documented for those who are looking for historical data. 


A group of volunteers has agreed to serve with the original 
committee of three on a proposed editorial board to supervise 
the research until a person can be found to serve as editor-in-chief. 


The committee recommends that this editorial board be con- 
tinued and that the town endorse by a vote of confidence the 
research which is being done.

Report of the Librarian 


To the Board of Trustees of the Wolfeboro-Brewster Memorial 
Library: 


Gentlemen: 


The report of the librarian for the year ending January 1, 
1958, is herewith presented. 


It has been a busy year with the circulation the largest in the 
history of the library. Not only has there been an increase in the 
number of books loaned, there have been more reference questions 
on many subjects. Community groups, permanent and summer 
residents and guests, Brewster Academy and Carpenter School 
teachers and pupils have continued to use the library in increasing 
numbers. 


To meet the demands for books on more varied subjects, the 
State Library, through the regular visits of the bookmobile and 
the mailing service, has been of invaluable assistance. 


The library in cooperation with Carpenter School observed 
Book Week and Education Week with a display of books of current 
interest to parents and pupils. Also for Book Week the librarian 
arranged an exhibit of new adult books in Mr. Corkum’s store 
window and conducted a poster and book review contest, awarding 
books to the winners. 


The summer reading program was continued this year with a 
number of children participating. At the time of the registration 
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of pupils for the first grade, parents were presented with reading 
lists. 


Collections of books are made available on a long loan basis 
to patients in the convalescent homes in town. 


The library has received continued publicity and cooperation 
through the services provided by the Gray Birch network and our 
local reporter for the ‘‘Granite State News” and “Laconia Evening 
Citizen.” 


The librarian and assistant librarian spoke to the women of 
the Congregational and Christian Churches on some of the books 
which were listed on the Congregational-Christian reading list. 


The assistant librarian attended the State library meeting at 
Concord, and the librarian and her assistant attended the district 
library meeting at Center Ossipee. 


This year the library has received many gifts of books and 
money, thus adding in number and quality to the books available 
to the public. For all of these gifts the librarian expresses her 
gratitude and thanks. 


The circulation of books and magazines for the year was 
32,539 of these classes: adult fiction, 13,315; non-fiction, 6,354; 
children’s, 12,870. Four hundred and seventy-six new cards were 
issued. The largest day’s circulation was 252, and the smallest 
fourteen. One hundred and eighty-three reference questions were 
answered, and one hundred and nineteen books were borrowed 
from the State Library.

Libby Museum Trustees’ Report 


The Museum was again open in 1957 from June 17 to Sep- 
tember 1, and the total attendance was 3,645 people, a gain of 529 
over the same period of last year. These people came from 29 
states, one territory (Alaska), the District of Columbia, and ten 
foreign countries, including five Canadian provinces. The foreign 
countries were Holland, Bolivia, Belgium, England, Chile, Ger- 
many, Australia, Mexico and Cuba. Donations received at the door 
totalled but $476.61, a loss of $24.23 for a similar period last year. 


The sale of Indian Trails maps proved popular, and thanks 
should go to Mr. George S. Rollins for his work in preparing the 
map for the printer. 


Through the courtesy of Miss Elizabeth Smith of Arlington, 
Virginia, the Museum was the recipient of a Magnavox Hi-Fi radio 
phonograph. Miss Smith’s gift was in memory of her brother, and 
has enabled the Museum to present programs of soft background 
music, much appreciated by visitors. 


Mrs. Frank Bickford and her brother loaned us a splendid 
plate from the rare Sudulon elephant folio.
